Things Look Different Up There 


Civic Groups Back Purchase 


The mounting support and enthusiasm for 
the Airport Bond issue being evidenced on 
6ll sides has been no more dearly expressed 
than in the letter reprinted below. A copy 
of the letter has been sent to all members 
of the Palm Springs Home Owners League. 
V e are glad to reprint it in its entirety here: 
Dear Member: 
I «ant to thank all of you who so kindly 
expressed your viewpoint on the acquisition 
of the airport on the ‘ return cards” we mail­ 
ed to you. It is gratifying to learn that only 
one of our members is opposed to this propo­ 
sition. All others «ere FOR it, provided there 
Is a clear understanding that the net income 
snd monev received from the sale of surplus 
land would he used to redeem the bonds 
and thus reduce the tax burden. 
The Citv Council has agreed by resolution, 
a copv of which is attached, to apply all net 
rev enues, over and abov e operating expenses 
and acquisition costs, as well as money re­ 
ceived from the sale of surplus land not re­ 
quired for the airport, against the amortiza­ 
tion of the bonds. 
The Three Million Dollar Bond Issue cov­ 
ers the purchase of Tribal lands. It is contem­ 
plated that 54 per cent of the cost of acquir­ 
ing the land needed for the airport veil! he 
returned to the City by the Federal Govern­ 


ment. The City will have to acquire addition­ 
al acreage from alloted Indian land, which is 
separate and apart from the Tribal lands It 
is also possible that the State Highway De­ 
partment will purchase land along the east­ 
erly side of the \irport for a Freewav-also 
frontage land along F.l Cielo and Ramon 
Road (which is quite valuable) will he sold 
or leased and this monev will he used to pay 
off the bonds, thereby reducing our taxes by 
redeeming a portion of the bonds. 
The Airport Committee, in connection with 
the City Manager, has w orked out a series of 
questions and answ ers which coser this issue 
quite thoroughly. A copy of these are also 
attached. 
It is verv important to every home owner 
that the airport bond issue succeed and this 
airport he acquired. The economy of our 
community depends upon it. Its location is 
ideal and it greatly- enhances the v alue of our 
properties. 
1 sincerelv urge each and every one of you 
to get behind this bond issue and promote it 
to all those you know and with whom yon do 
business in this area-and if vou are a voter 
in Palm Springs-YOTE YES ON MARCH 
14. 1961.

GARDENING IN THE D ES E R T 


February Is Ideal Month 


For Planting o f’ Zinnias 


February is an. ideal month in 
which to plant Zinnias T hey could 
have been planted in January by 
seed, but picking them up in your 
local nursery is by far more satis­ 
fying. The latter will give a better 
chance to arrange the colors as 
you plant them. 
Plant them in a rich soil, give 
them plenty of sunshine and you 
will have plenty of flowers from 
now until early fall. While they 
are blooming feed them s o m e 
fertilizer once a month They come 
in fringed, pompom, sinles and 
doubles, and even dwarf As they 
are planted in full sunshine it is 
wise to give them regular, deep 
watering 


ALYSSUM, OTHERW ISE named 
Sweet Alyssum. has small flowers 
that bloom from February to May. 
They have a honey - sweet fra­ 
grance and are fine for rock gar­ 
dens or low borders We h a v e 
found Lilac Queen decorate 
and 
profuse, and another species, Sax* 
atile Citrinum. has blooms of soft, 
lemon-yellow bloom and can al­ 
ternate with 
the 
Lilac 
Queen. 
Alyssum is an annual. 
Sweet William, belonging to the 
Phlox species, has oblong, t w o 
inch leaves with stems from 10 to 
12 inches. When in bloom—spring­ 
time — it throws out quite a range 
of colors. Give the soil in which 
Sweet William is planted plenty of 
peatmoss worked into the s o i 1. 
You will find this plant hardy and 
easily cultivated In the desert we 
have to put Sweet William on the 
list of annuals also. 


AMONG THE VINLS we would 
suggest Guinea Gold Vine. Star 
Jasmine — differing in Habits to 
yellow jasmine, Guinea Gold Vine 
and Passion Vine. All of these are 


hardy to 20 degrees and can easily 
be trimmed to your own 
ideas. 
Guinea Gold blooms late summer 
and early fall. Its bloom is Rose­ 
like petaled 
yellow. 
Its 
supple 
stems have rich green foliage, and 
part of the day should have warm, 
sunny spots. Hardy to 20 degrees. 
Star Jasmine needs support. To­ 
gether 
with 
its 
very 
fragrant. 
40ite star like bloom it is one of 
the best for our desert. It can be 
used as ground cover or liken to 
a shrub. Its dark green glossy 
leaves are beautiful. 


PASSION V IN E loves sun and 
heat but will grow in partial shade. 
Although there are 300 species — 
natives chiefly of tropical Ameri­ 
ca — 10 occur in the southern 
United States. These plants were 
named Passion Flowers by early 
Spanish Missionaries in America 
from a fancied resemblance of the 
parts of the flower to the instru­ 
ments of Christ’s Crufixion. 
The fringe or corona was sup­ 
posed to represent the crown of 
thorns, the three styles were the 
nails of the cross, and the five 
anthers were the marks of the 
wounds. Omitting Peter who de 
and Judas who betrayed, the 
five sepals and the five petal 
were regarded as symbolizing the 
apostles. 


TH E PASSION Vine climbs to 
a height of from 10 to 30 feet, it 
has 3-lobed leaves and white flow­ 
ers with a purple crown. The large 
yellow, edible berry is sometimes 
called maypops. This vine grows 
in Southern California, Virginia, 
Florida and Texas. 
Several tropical species of Pas 
sion Flower produce highly per­ 
fumed. 
delicate, 
dessert 
fruits, 
such as granadilla, various curu- 


bas. the water lemon, and t h e 
sweet calabash.
